YOU MAKE ME SICK! 


(Do I have your attention now?) 


The cold and flu season is upon us, and I’ve 
seen plenty of coughs, sneezes and sniffles. C’mon, 
we’re all adults here--aren’t we—do I really need to re- 
mind you how to help prevent the spread of germs?!?!

‘Changes in Financial Aid Communications 
By Sharon Boring 





Students at Wednesday's forum expressed concern about several issues related to receiving 
critical information from the Financial Aid office. In response to those concerns we are — 
‘making some modifications to our student communication. In addition to the current publi- 
cations, the Financial Aid Office will remind students via CCC student e-mail when impor- 
tant dates are approaching. Including notifying students when financial aid applications 
need to be completed, when scholarship applications are due, when priority dates for fund- 
ing are approaching, and other important information of which students need to be aware. It 
will be important for students to remember that e-mail is being used for these purposes and : 
students will need to periodically access their student e-mail account. We will begin notify- | 
ing students about the use of e-mail notices in our publications and will publicize this in The | 
Bandit and on the financial aid web site. Here's how to access you email account: 


On Campus: 

Students may use the GroupWise client software on the computers in the labs and in Sea 
Services or the web access component. (More about the web access component later in the 
Off Campus section.) 
The email login is the same as a student's Novell network login. It is constructed as follows: - 
The first letter of the student's first name, their last name and the last three digits of their 
_student id number. 

The password for a student account is their birthday in the following format: 

-YYYYMMDD For example, 19451029 

Off Campus: 

: Students may point their browser to http://gwmail.clatsopcc.edu and they will be presented 
with a screen for the web access side of the email server. They will select alanguage and 
then enter their user account and password. Any student, staff or faculty member that wants | 
_a free copy of the Group Wise client may download it for free from Novell. There is no 
charge for the software. 


We will also send reminders to on-campus work study employers so that they can encourage 
their work study students to complete their financial aid applications early in order to retain 
work study eligibility the following academic year. 


Students have been notified in their initial Award Letters that they must complete an Atten- 
dance Verification form and submit it to the Business Office when they pick up their initial 
funding. However, no notice was on subsequent Award Letters when students were 
awarded additional funding. Notice will now be added to revised Award Letter 
students to complete and submit an Attendance Verification form a 
up in the Business Office.
